‘STREETS FILLED WITH TWISTED RELICS 
OF THE. STORM’S FURY. 


Wo Lives Lost, But Many Miraculous 
Escapes Reported— The Blow Came 
From the Southwest and Its Force 
Was Spent in the Vicinity of the City 
—Disastrous Gales in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 23.—Again the wind 
has worked its willupon Louisville. Dwell- 
ings are ruined, streets are filled with the 
wreckage of roots. with broken and uprooted 
trees, with remnantsof walls and twisted 
wires. No lives are known to be lost and few 
of the injuries received are serious. 

Rain, with wind. came about midnight, 
but people slept peacefully until just at the 
dawn ofthe day. At (o' clock persons who 
were astirat that early hour saw a black 
cloud with greenish fringe sweeping up swilft- 
ly from the southwest. The blow first struck 
the south endof the city, marking its de- 
structive force upon the Loutsville & Nash- 
ville roundhouse at Tenth and Broadway. 
From there on the center of the city suffered 
little, save chimpeys blown dow and trees 
uprooted. The full force of the wind struck 
the squares bounded by Campbell, Hancock, 
Broadway and Green street, and there the 
pr pal damage was done. 

When the storm struck the city eight work- 
men, underthe charge of James Dadigan, 
night foreman at the big Louisville & Nash- 
ville round house at Tenth and Broadway, 
were busy about the engines. As the wind 
struck the circular building the roof was 
lifted free from all fastenings and then, asa 
lull came, dropped from its own weight 
squarely upon the structure. The walls 
stood the pressure but the roof crashed down 
upon the interior. 

The heavy engines were overturned like 
toys, butthe men escaped almost miracu- 
lously from death. Ags the roof lifted each 
man dived intothe pit beneath his engine 
and lay safe until the storm passed. The 
walls are still standing and the damage to 
the building will mot exceed $5,000. The 
damage to the engines will be less than half 
that amount. 

North of Broadway and south of Main 
street, in the squares lying between Hancock 
and Campbell streets, many persons were 

awakened by the roar of the coming storm, 
and the frightened people gathered in the 
yards. They stood only fora tew moments, 
for as the storm burst the air was filled with 
Aying Gebris and each one ran for life.

ABOUT DETROIT, 


THE WIND CAME WITH FURY AND THE RAIN IN 
SHEETS, 

DETROIT, Mich., May 23.—A terrible wind 
storm accompanied by blinding sheets of 
rain, broke over this city this morning. At 
8o’clock the wind in this vicinity suddenly 


rose to a volocityu of fifty-four miles 
an hour and has increased 
in force until it is now, at 


11:30 blowing sixty miles. Many shade trees 
throughout the city were blown down, and 
some streets, Cass avenue especially, are so 
thickly strewn with broken timber and 
trunks as to render them almost impassable. 
With few exceptions all telegraph and tel- 
ephone wires running into Detroit are down. 
For this reason the Signal Service 
officials have been unable to issue 
a weather map this morning. The 
only points that they could reach were 
Manistee and Port Huron, Doubtless 
there was a large amount of damage 
throughout Michigan, and many wrecks 
have occurred on the lakes, although noth- 
ing definite can yet be learned. Great 
damage was done by high winds at Adrian 
this morning. At Lenawee Junction, five 
miles east, it amounted to a tornado. Two 
barns were blown down, numerous 
orchards were destroyed, and 
houses left without chimneys or 
window glass. Crops are leveled to the 
ground. The storm was 1 17 
heavy downpour of rain. The highways be- 
tween Adrian and Tecumseh are strewn with 
trees, and are almost impassable in places.

The Penalty Paid for Having Garza as 5

The Authorities Think Jobn Holttor? Had 
a Hand in Killing MeColioch. 

The police are still working on the Mc- 
Colloch murder and have come to the con - 
clusion that it was not a city burglar who did 
the job. They believe that the murder was 
committed bya member of the same gang 
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to which Hall, who was shot at Webster 
Groves some time ago, belonged. In support 
of this theory they urge a peculiar 
fact in connection with the or- 
dinary burglar’s habits, and that is 
to fight shy of dog. The burglars in the 
Hall gang madea specialty of burglarizing 
country residences,and never had any trouble 
with dogs. The readiness with which there- 
volver was used by the intruder strengthens 
this theory, as the police argue the man who 
used it was fearful of the consequences, re- 
membering the fate of Hall.

Workmen Caught Under the Timbers of 
‘Wrecked Scaffolding. * 


TWO MEW INSTANTLY KILLED BY COL- 
LAPSE OF A BUILDING. 


The Names of Some of the Victims— 
Many Person: Seriously Hurt in 
Various Parts of the City—One House 
Blown Down and One of the Ooccu- 
pants Fatally Injured — Five Men 
Caught by Falling Walis in Chicago. 


CLEVELVND, O., May 23.—A terrific wind 
storm struck this city at9 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Four men were instantiy killed and 
many injured. In the numerous gasualties 
a scaffold blown from its fastenings, 
seriously, and in one case fatally injured 
four men employed by the Cleveland Gas- 
light and Coke Co. They are: 

MILES JOHNSON, G years ot age, living in 
Hamilton street, near Buehl; compound 
fracture of left shoulder blade. 

WILLIAM O’ MALIA, 35 years old, living at 
Hibernia Hall, 174 Ontario street; fracture of 
fifth rib, internal injuries; will die. 

MIOHAEL MURPHY, 34 years of age, living 
on West River street; left shoulder blade 
broken, internal injuries and scalp wound. 

MICHAEL HueHEs, living on Oregon street; 
rib fractured and internal injuries. 

It had been found necessary to elevate a 
brick chimney on top of the Bradley Block at 
the corner of Superior and Andree streets, 
and for this purpose a scaffola had been 
built up twenty feet above the sixth story. 

Seeing the storm coming the men employed 
on it ran to shelter. The wind was soon upon 
it and with a tearing of timbers the whole 
mass broke loose. It dropped straight down 
the side of the building till the second floor 
was reached. Here it was caught by another 
gust of wind and hurled with terrific 


force toward the gutter, where it landed with 
a crash that could be heard for blocks 
around. Twenty men under the direction of 
Jack Fleming of the Gas company were at 
work In the gutter. They were working hard 
to get the ditch covered, so as not to block 
the sewer when the rain fell. 

The huge mass of heavy timbers fell right 
in their midst. They were all thrown off 
their feet by the concussion, butall but four 
of their number im lately sprang up. 
The men whose names have been mentioned 
could not arise, as they were pinned down 
by heavy timbers. 2 

A general hurry call was sent in for all the 
ambulances in the city. They responded 
promptly and the work of rescue began. As 
soon as the men were extricated they were 
hustled away to Lakeside Hospital which 
is but a short distance from the sseneof the 
The men had no chance to save 
od fell. The first 
intimation they had of their Ganger was a 
cry from one of the carpenters working on 
the building.

another received injuries which will doubt- 
less prove fatal and several more were badly 
injured. The names of the dead and injured 
are not obtainable at this writing. 

Another casualty caused by the severity of 
the storm was the destruction of a two-story 
frame house at the corner of Doane aud 
Superior streets. It was blown down and 
John Cole buried beneath the debris. When 
taken out the man was in a terrible condi- 
tion and death soon followed, after intense 
suffering. 


UNDER FALLEN WALLS. 


ONE MAN KILLED ANP FOUR OTHERS SERIOUSLY 
INJURED. 

CujcaGo, May 23.—While a number of men 
were tearing down the old Western Union 
Building at the corner of La Salle and Wash- 
ington streets at 8 o’clock this morning, a 
chute in which bricks, mortar and other 
debris was being sent to the basement gave 
way, carrying with it the flooring and 
timbers of the first story and 
hurling the entire mass on the men beneath. 
The accident happened just after a large 
force of men had gone to work tearing down 
the building to make place for the Stock Ex- 
change. Among the broken timbers and 
heaps of brick five men were buried. When 
the victims were excavated the Casualties 
were found to be as follows:

MISSOURL CROPS. 


Prospects of Fair Yield of Wheat— 
Grasses Making Good Growth. 


CotumBia, Mo., May 23.—The following 
crop bulletin is issued by the State Agricul- 
tural Department to-day: The week just past 
has been one of almost continuous sunshine 
and high temperature, and allowed of con- 
stant prosecution of all work tending to ben- 
efitthe agricultural imterests of the State. 
The Southern counties hadan average tem- 
perature that hardly reached the nor. 


mal, while the northern regions 
ranged from one to three degrees 
above. The precipitation was strictly of a 


showery character and was confined mosfly 
to the central and west central counties. 
Generally s&fficient moisture still remained 
in the ground to answer all purposes. Buta 
few counties, principally the Northwestern, 
report that a gentle raih would be beneficial, 
Taken as a whole, the week furnished the 
best growing weather of the season, and was 
all that could be desired to expedite farming 
interests and obviate the prevalling lateness 
of the season. The dry winds have so ab- 
sorbed the surplus moisture as to 
retard the most advantageous work. The 
wheat prospects have commenced to assume 
a desperate aspect and are anything but en- 
couraging. On sandy ground the outlook is 
several points in the lead of conditions on 
other soil. Upland plant shows the 
immediate effect of a cold winter and no 
snow protection, while the low land crop has 
suffered from excess of precipitation; a 
three-fourths crop will de a good yield, ac- 
cording to present prospects. Grasses have 
made rapid growth and pasturesare in fine 
condition. Clover prospects are poor. 

small worm is working much damage in 


localities. Oats are coming on 
finely and present prospects indicate 
that that this crop will de the 


most bountiful ofany product this season. 

Corn has absorbed the major portion of 

farmers’ time and fattention this week, 
ting has been pasbed by 


all avati- 
able means. large acreage of 
the early plant had to de replanted 


and the coming week will probably witness 
the completion of this work. Sucn of the first 
plant as survived and flourished through the 
wet and cold period is now being 
cultivated, but the plant is 
generally very spindling. The 
prospects are very poor considering the 
State asa whole, owing tothe wetand cold 
weather and continuous high winds that pre- 
vailed during the mostcritical period in the 
development of this crop. Early fruits are 
dropping badly but the late has a full quota 
of blossoms and will comprise the 
major portion of the season’s production. 
Strawberries are in full bloom in many local- 
ities, and are generally reported as being 
infine condition. Garden making has been 
well attended to during the week,and though 
most of the early plant of  vege- 
tables rotted the outlook even 
now is several points better than last season 
at the corresponding date. The outlook 
for the potato crop is not very 
good, most of the early plant having rotted; 
the back wardness of the season will cause a 
very perceptible decrease in the acreage. 


IOWA CROPS. 

Des MOINES, Io., May 23.—The Iowa crop 
bulletin reports an ideal week for corn plant - 
ing, which is practically completed, except 
where plowing has been delayed by excessive 


moisture. The atreage will exceed last 
year’s, but is not above the average of re- 
cent seasons. Seed is sprouting well. Oats 
are thin, but all crops show improvement. 
Compared with last year the season is ten 
days early.

FAILED TO OPEN. 


Suspension of the Elmira National Bank—

PIEDRAS Negras, Mexico., May 3.—4 tel - 
egram was received to-day at the general 
offices of the Mexican International Railway 
here giving an account of a desperate en- 
counter between Boon Baker, the American 
station agent at Gabriel on the one hand,and 
Tomas Meirujo, a prominent ranchman and 
bandit, witha herder, on the other. Mr. 
Baker was out on horseback armed for pos- 
sible game, and had not gone over a quarter 
of a mile from the station when Tomas and 
his mozo joined him. Rain began to fall and 
Mr. Baker bade the ranchman good day 
and started for the station. He had not 
gone more than 300 yards when a sharp 
crack ofa rife made him look around. A 
little dust stirred to his left showed where 
the bullet had struck. Another shot fol- 
lowed, when Baker halted, drew his rifleand 
dismounted. Still another shot, the bullet 
again stirring up the earth to his left. A lit- 
tle short, thought Mr. Baker, the shots being 
quite wild. The ranchman said: put your 
gun back in the saddle and remount.’’ This 
order was obeyed. The ranchman then 
ordered Baker to hand his rifle to the herder, 
meanwhile covering him with his Winches- 
ter.

MINISTER BLOUNT’S STATUS. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., May 23.—Some ques 
tions have been raised as to the present 
competency of Mr. Blount to discharge the 
duties of United States Minister to Hawali, 
owing to the public circumstances surround- 
ing his appointment, which, of course, in- 
volves the validity and force of all that he 
has done. Inquiry at the Department of 


State establishes clearly the fact that there 
at least, no doubt is entertained in respect to 
these points. As soon as Mr. Blount receives 
notice of his appointment, which, by the 
way, will be Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary to the Government of 
Hawali, he may go before the nearest United 
States cor -ular officer and take the oath of 
office. From that moment his salary as Min- 
ister begins. Under the us practice he 
would not be competent to discharge the 
duttes of Minister until he presented his cre- 
dentials to the Provisional Government, and 
t hese credentials have not yet reached him. 
But if the Hawatian Government is dis- 
posed to waive that formality, and such acts 
of courtesy are by no means infrequent in 
diplomatic usage, he would be accorded all 
the rights and privileges of a Minister as 
soon as notice was conveyed to the Hawalian 
Government of his appointment. In addition 
to this, however, Mr. Blount went to Hawali 
not only asa Commissioner, but as an En- 
voy,’’ and itis saidat the department that 
there is no act he could have committed—not 
even perhaps negotiation of a treaty, and 
certainly not the exchange of diplomatic 
notes—which would not have been just as 
fully within his competence as if he were the 
regularly recognized Minister to Hawall.

BERLIN, May 23.—The party of the Center, 
concerning whose position so much doubt 
has been felt, has issued an elettoral ad- 
dress.

liberal legislation. The Center also demands

But what must be the condition of political 
‘life which can produce men of his stamp? 
His testimony assumes that free govern- 
ment is a failure and that the ignorant, the 
indifferent and the unscrupulous must be 
used as voting cattle by ‘‘those who know 
what is right.“ According to his theory 
Democracy gives place to ‘‘the rule of the 
best, the best being those who have the 
longest purses and can buy the most votes. 
This frank avowal indicates a degree of 
moral debauchery which few have hitherto 
been willing to acknowledge. Even John 
Wanamaker and Matt Quay have some 
sense of shame and have never pub- 
| licly acknowledged corruption. The ad- 
mission indicates, too, a belief among the 
corruptionists themselves that the whole 
country is so destitute of what is called 
the moral sense that they run no risk in thus 
publicly acknowledging their baseness. 
Men of this kind, no matter which party 
they belong to, long since ceased to be 
Democrats, if they ever did believe in pop- 
ular self-government. They are deluding 
themselves with the notion that society in 
America is differentiated into classes and 
masses, and that the masses are of use 
only as they serve the purposes of ‘‘those 
who know what is right’’ and can pay for 
what they want. 


THE SUGAR BOUNTY. 

The people of the other States of the 
Union may be congratulated for two 
reasons on the fact that Texas has gone 
outside of the proper functions of govern- 
ment to run asugar plantation. In the 
first place it has given Gov. Hogg an op- 
portunity to write an admirable protest 
against the general injustice, the violation 
of the spirit of the constitution and of 
sound governmental principles embodied 
in the bounty system. In the second 
place it has enabled him to demonstrate 
the particular injustice of giving a bounty 
to sugar planters. 

In vetoing the act enabling Texas to 
draw her quota of the sugar bounty Gov. 
Hogg ‘expresses in a vigorous and 
stimulating way some .sound sentiments 
on the subject of State independence of 
national aid and supefvision, and with 
reference to the true functions of Govern- 
ment. His denunciation of the abuse of 
the taxing power and the injustice in- 
volved in the bounty system is merely an 
amplification of the famous utterance 
of Justice Miller when he said: 
“To lay with one hand the power 
of the Government on the property 
of the citizen and with the other to bestow 
it upon favored individuals to aid private 
enterprises and build up private fortunes, 
ig none the less a robbery because it is 
done under the forms of law.’’ 

The protest against robbery by govern- 
mental decree in the form fof taxation and 
under cover of a plea for the general wel- 
fare cannot be repeated too oftén and voic- 
ing it in behalf of a great State just before 
the subject is to be taken up by Congress, 
Gov. Hogg’s message is a timely and valua - 
ble utterance. 

But the message has special interest from 
the fact that it points out the particular 
injustice of the sugar bounty in that it is 
aid to rich producers, who are able to

An income tax, 
on the contrary, does not bear in any way 
upon production. If all revenue were 
raised by taxes upon incomes derived from 
sources other than current labor, trade 
would be absolutely free and production 
would be unfettered. A wise application 
of this principle would result in a healthy 
‘development of legitimate business and 
give America control of the markets of the 
world.

GOV. HOGG’S PLAIN TALK 


Why He Vetoed the Sugar Bounty Bill 
Passed by the Legislature. 


AvusTIN, Tex., May 23.—Gov. Hogg yester- 
day vetoed the sugar bounty bill passed by 
the Legislature, which contemplated drawing 
from the Government 2 cents a pound for all 
the sugar manufactured at the penal sugar 
farms of the State. The penitentiary output 
of sugar in Texas is about 1,000,000 pounds 
per annum. 

Gov. Hoggin his veto message, which is 
quite lengthy, says: 

**In the first place, I believe that Congress 
was guilty ofa usurpation of powerin pass- 
ing the bounty @ct, and that to accept money 
from such a source the State Government 
would be an accessory to the crime. 

In the second place, I believe the State 
would debase her dignity, prostitute her 
donor, and appear before civilization as a hu- 
militated suckling holding on to the breast of 
the Federal Government if she accepts the 
bounty. 

**Such laws are fundamentally wrong,sub- 
versive ofthe powers of Government, un- 
democratic, paternalistic in the extreme, 
and no State can bea party to, connive at or 
ratify them without a surrender of its self- 
res * — et.“ 

er discussing the matter further and 
explaining how the State would lose its su- 
pervision of itsown work and products and 
throw it into the hands of the Federal In- 
Spector, he concludes as follows: 

Other tent reasons should move the 
State to refuse this bounty. She is no pauper 
nor mendicant. She is a sovereign State, in 
full control of her oon institutions, capable 
repuising with indignation every subtle 
effort made to destroy herautonomy. When 
she needs money she will resort to constitu- 
tional means and call on Texans to pay it. 
She would not appeal to Massachusetts, 
Georgia or other Statesto help her; nor will 
she accept money paid for 1 — ublic purposes by 
her sisters to the Federal vernment, sim- 
ply because the Congress is willing, in the 
exercise of arbitrary power, in defiance of the 
Constitution, to let her haveit. For the sake 
of the masses, now taxed beyond endurance 
through the vicious. insidious tariff system: 
for the respect due to her own people; for the 
cabanas a of her own independence; ; for 

he perpetuity of sound priuciples of govern- 
ment, the State of Texas now, and so long as 
I am Governor, shall treat this sugar bounty 
with derisive contempt. She will not handi- 
cap her Senators and Congressmen in the 
performance of their duties to have the law 
repealed; she Will not stultify her statehood; 
she will not violate Democratic pledges to 
strike Gown such measures; she will not stain 
her hands nor dishonor her name by the ac- 
ceptance of this money—the polluted fruit of 
crime against justice and the Constitution.“

CRUSHING TIMBERS. 


Experiments at Washington University 
Witha Hydraulic Testing Machins. 

Some interesting experiments were made 
at the Washington University yesterday 
afternoon with an hydraulic testing ma- 
chine—the largest inthe world—capable of 
exerting the enormous pressure of a million 
pounds. Huge timbers, suchas are used as 
pillars in large commercial building, were 
crushed—not broken—lengthwise. The al- 
most reBistless force of the machine can 
hardly be appreciated. A piece of timber 
capabie of sustaining 8,000 persons, more 
than twice as many as could be seated 
in the Music Hall of the Exposition, 
was crushe like an  egg-shell when 
placed inthe machine. The best brick piers 
two feet square, columns of granite a foot 
square and sandsome three feet square are 
ground to powder with the greatest ease. A 
log of selected long yellow leaf pine eleven 
inches square and thirty-six inches long was 
crushed yesterday under a pressure of 514,000 


nds.
